turmed to Oakland yesterday after-a 
reeonnaisance trip ‘to the Hel«river 
country the first of a series of’ such 
tours to he be .undertaken to study 
mountain sources 

Those who went on the excursion 
were Directors James H. Boyer “and 
Grant Miller and Arthur P. Davis; 
chief engineer and general manager 
of the utility district. 

They went by train from Ukiah 
and from there in automobiles to 
the “Grevalley valley reservoir, the 
Cape Horn dam, to the junction of 
the north and south forks ‘of the 
middle Eel, and.to Log Rios, at the 
junction of ‘the south and middlé 
forks of the Eel. 

“The trip was a_ reconnaisance 
tour,” said Davis, “and the informa- 
tion gained thereby can mot of. course 
lead ug to any conclusion as to the 
real value of the Kel as &: vemible 
supply of water for the east” bay 
cities. “The directors atid “‘inyself 
are anxious to gain as much persona) 
information as possible at an early 
date about all the suggested sources, 
and tours will be made in the near 
future to other rivers,. tr 

“It can be said that the Eel re- 
gion is an excellent water shed. The 
pollution in the region is negligible 
and the water is not much used for 
agrieultural purposes. At present

Later investigation will 
demonstrate whethér such a dry year 
wili yield sufficient water for . the 


calculations in regard to a water 
supply must be based on the dryest 
year of which we ‘have a _ record, 
and the water in that year must be 
sufficient for the needs of the com- 
munity. 

“We visited the Gravalley valley 
reservoir, which has been suggested 
ag one of the storage places in: case 
the Eel was selected. 

This dam would have to be raised 
very materially Yo serve our pur- 
‘poses. Another reservoir has - been 
suggested at the junction of the 
north and south forks of the middle 
Eel, which we also Visited. “Under 
the plan which has so far ‘received 
consideration ‘our conduit would. start 
at the power house in Potter val- 
ley and’ reach .the east bay freser- 
voirs by ‘passing under Carquinez 
straits.. The distance is, approx!- 
mately 130 miles.” i 

Davis. said a party of engineers 
will® soon be put to work’ studying 
the problems’ to he overcome in 
bringing a conduit under Carquinez 
straits. He said that several of the 
suggested sources, including the Eel, 
must cross the straits, empty into
